of Cares Lindius ſcholler to L yſippxs : and the Zmage of 


Jupiter, made of Pucrye by the handes of the ſhilfull 
wazkeman Pd The which monumentes made of 
barbarous and heathen Pꝛinces to redeeme them ſelves 
from obliuion, deſerued both foꝛ the magnificence, and 
perfecte woꝛkmanſhip ok the ſame ,to be accompted in 
thoſe dapes as the 7. Wonders of the w word. Since the 
which time, an eaſter, readier, and lighter wap, being 
alſo of mo2c continuance then the fo:mer hath ben found 
out, namelp, Letters, which were firſt inuented by the 


Caldies and Egyptians, as we read, and augmented 


lince by others, to our great benciite, and now laſt of all 
(no long time paſt) the ſame to haue bene committed to 
Printers Pꝛeſlſes, to the greateſt perfection ofthe ſame: 


men being firſt enfo2ced to wiite their aces and monu⸗ 


mentes in beaſtes ſkinncs dꝛped, in barkes of trees, oz 
otherwiſe perchaunce as pnreadily . By the which bene- 
fite of Letters (now reduced into Pꝛint) we ſ& how ea⸗ 
ſie a thing it is, and hath bene fo2 noble perſons , to liue 
fo2 euer by the helpe of learned men. Fo: the memoꝛpe 
of thoſe two woꝛthy and valiaunt Captaines Scipio and 
Hannibal had bene long befoꝛe this preſent quite foꝛgot⸗ 
ten, except 7 4s Liuius, 02 ſome ſuch learned Yiſto240- 
grapher had witten of them in time . And «Alexander 
Magnns him ſelfe that great conquerour had nothing 


bene ſpoken of, had not © Curtius, o2 ſome other like 


by his learned file reuiued the remembꝛauntce of him, 
and called backe againe his doinges to his poſteritie. az 
the which cauſe we ſee commonly in all ages learned me 
fo be much made of by noble perſonages as that rare 
paterne of learning e Arckotle, to haue bene greatly ho⸗ 
noured ok that foꝛmer renowmed onarche eHlexander:

Foz your honour being ſkilfull in hiſtoꝛies, and 
ſo familiarly acquainted with the matter it ſelfe "that is 
in ill intertaining learned men with all courtelie I 
would ſeeme to light a candle at none tyde, to put pou in 
remembꝛante of the one, oꝛ to exhoꝛt pou tt do the other, 

dap ly being accuſfomed to perfoꝛme the ſame . Craſſus 
ſavth in Tallies firſt boke, De Oratore: that a Lawyers 
houſe is the Oꝛacle of the whole Citie.

in this ouerthꝛow) Gouernour of Baffo in Cyprus, the 
other Captaine ot one of y Caſteis at Corſyra in Grece, 
now called Corfu . But thinges paſt, are paſt amend⸗ 
ment, and they could neuer die moꝛe honourably, then in 
the defence of their coũtrev. Beſides that the late blowes, 
which the Turkes haue reccaued ſince this their fury, in 
token of Gods wꝛath againſt thẽ, much comfozteth euer 
Chziſtian hart. Poꝛeouer this vnifozme p2eparaiton 
which is certainly concluded, and foꝛthwith loked for, by 
bery many Chꝛiſtian Princes (would God by all gene- 
rally) againſt theſc barboꝛous Bahometiſtes : whoſe cru: 
eltie and beaſtly behauour J partly know, and am able 
to iudge of, hauing bene in Turkye amongeſt them moꝛe 
then 8. monethes together. Whoſe vnfapthfulnes alſe 

and bꝛeach of pꝛomiſſe, as the Uenetians manly courage 
in defence of them ſclues,and their foꝛtreſle, pour honour 
mav eaſily read in this ſhoꝛt treatiſe and ſmall handfull 
of leaues, J hauing ſet downe alſo a ſhoꝛt deſcription of 
the Jland of Cyprus, foꝛ the better vnderſtanding of the 
whole matter.

1 Iland in time paſt had diuers names : called once Aca- 
mantis, as Sabellicus witneſcth . Philonides maketh me- 
tion, that it was called ſomiyme Ceraſis. Xenagoras wri- 
teth,thatit was named Aſpelia, Amathuſa, & Macaria. 
There were in times paſt 15. Cities or famous townes in 
# , but now very few, amongſt the which Famagoſta is 
the cheefeſt and ſtrongeſt, fituated by the ſea fide. T here 
is alſo Nicofia,which was wont, by the trafficke of Mar- 
chauntes,to be very wealthy : beſides the Citye of Baſfo, 
Arnica, Saline, Limiſſo, Milipotomo, & Epiſcopia. Ti- 
moſtines affirmetſ that thys Jland is in compaſſe 429. 
myles: & Arthemidorns wryteth the length of the ſame 
| to be 162.myles, meaſuryne of it from the Eaſt , to the 
Es Wet, betwyxt two promontoryes named Dinaretta, and 
35 3 Acamanta. Thys Iland is thought to be very rytch,a- 
boundant of Wyne, Oyle, Grayne, Py teh, Reſin, Allum, 
Salt, and of dyers precious ſtones, pleaſant, profitable, 
& neceſſary for mans vſe, & much frequented of Mar- 
chauntes of Syria, unto the wich it lheth very neare. 
It hath bene as Plizye wryteth , ioyned ſometyme wyth

Syria, as Sycilia hath bene alſo wyth Italy, It was a long 

me ſubiect onto the Romaynes, after to the Perſians, 
and to the Souldan of gps . The ſelfe ſame Hand was 
ſometyme alſo Englyſh, being conquered by K. Rychard 
the fir ſt, in Hs vyage to Hieruſalem in the yeave of our 
Lord 1192. Who (as Polydore wryteth in hys 14. booke 
of our Eng lyſh hyſtory ) beyng provyvited by the Cypri- 
ottes from frendlꝶ aryuailthere , enuaded & conquered 


the ſame ſoone after by force : and hanyng lefte behynde 


hym ſufficyent garyſons to keepe the ſame,departed from © 


thence to Prolemayaa : Who afterward exchaunged the 
ſame wyth Guy of Luſignian, that was the laſt Chriſte. 
ned kyng of Hieruſalem, for the ſame kynedome . For 
thewhych cauſe the kynges of Englande were long tyme 
after called kyages of Hieruſalem . And laſt of all the 
Venetians haue enioyed it of late a long tyme, in thys or- 
der following. In the yeare of our Lord 1470. Tobn K. 
of the ſayd Iland, ſonne io Ianus of Luſignian, had by 
Hellen hys wife, whych was of the Emperyall houſe of 


Paleologus one daughter onelye called Charlotta, and a 


baitard called Iames : thewhych Iames was afterwarde 
conſecrated Byſbop of Nicofia . T hys Charlotta was ma- 


ried firſt to the king of P ortingall, of whome he had no 


iſbue, ll o that he beyng dead, Lewes Duke of Sauoy, to 
whome ſhe was the ſecond tyme marjed) ſonne to Lewes 
the ſecond of that ( unto whome the ſayd Ilande by the 
right of thys his wyfe Charlotta did appertayne) had the 
poſſeſaon of the ſame . Iames the baſtard as ſoone as hys 
father was dead, of a Byſhop became a foulajer, & wyth 
an army wanne the Iand,matyne it hs owne by force. 
Thys Duke of Sano; hearyng theſe newes, wyth a num. 
ber of well appoynted ſoldyers,arued ſhortly after in C.

pri, and recoueryng agayne the land, compelled the ba- 
ſtarde to flye forthwyth ouer to the Souldun of Egypt. 


Who makyng hymſelfe Vs ſubiect, in tyme ſo wrought 
and tempered the matter, that the $ guldan in perſon at 
hys requeſt paſſed ouer into Cyprus, beſeeged Dake Te 
wes in the caſtel of Nicoſia, and at length compelled hym 
zo depart, leauyng hs kyagdeme . So that thys Byſhop 
became agayne Kyng of thys Tand : who ſhortlye after 
cleauyng to the Venetians hanyng made a league of fred. 
ſbyp wyth them, maryed by theyr conſent one Catherina 
the daughter of Marco Cornaro, whych Catheryne the 
Senate of Venice adopted wnto them ſuone after as theyr 
daughter. T hys Byſhop not long after ſickned,and dyed, 
leauyng thys hys wyfe wyth chylde , who lyued not long 
after s fathers death . By the whych meanes theV ene- 
tians makyng themſelues the next heyres to Catherina 
by the law of Adoptyon, tooke unto them the poſſeſon 
of thys kyngdome, and haue kept and enioyed the ſame 
almoſt thys roc. yeares . Now thys great Turke called 
Sultan Selim in the ryght of the Souldan of Egypt, 
whom hyserandfather (called alſo Sultan Selim) con- 
quered, pretendeth a ryaht title unto it, and now as you 
may underſtand by readhng of thys ſhort treatyſe, 
hath by conqueſt obtayned the ſame. Whom 
pray the enerliuing God, if it be hys 
Holy wyll ſhortly to roote out 
from thence.

when the battery began (by the commiſſion 
ofthe honourable 3raga4ino)victuals were ap⸗ 
pointed, and geuen to all the ſoldiers, as well 
Grecians , as Italians, # Gunners: Name- 
ly Wine,Pottage,Cheeſe,and Bakon : all the 
which thinges were bzought to the walles as 
neede did require in very good ozder , ſo that 
no ſoldier there, fpent any moze in bꝛead then 
2. ſouſes a day. They were payde at the end 
of euery 30. dayes, with the great trauell of 
that right woꝛſhipfull Uenettan gentleman 
M. Giouanni Antonio Querini, Who beſides this 
his oꝛdinary charge was found pꝛeſent in all 
waightie and daungerous affaires to y great 
incouragement of our ſoldiers. And we made 
à counterbattery againſt our enemies foꝛ 10. 
dapes ſpace, with ſo great rage, that we cho- 
ked and deſtroyed 15. of their beſt peeces;aiſo 
we killed a diſpatched of them about zo. thou⸗ 
ſand at that ſealon, ſo that they were dilapoin⸗ 
ted at that time of their battery in that place, 
and were greatly diſmayed.

daunger . But N. Giouanni Marmori, & foztifier, 
had deuiſed a certain kinde ok ioyned boozdes, 
the which being caried of the ſoldiers, defen⸗ 
ded the fro the ſhot of d Harquebuſers, lo that 
ſome other quantitie of earth, but no great 
ſtoze , was caried alſo away: in the which

of a Cannon ſhot . This affault continued fie 

houres, and the Citizens ol Famagoſta ſhewed 

great courage in euery place, with their wo- 2 
men alſo, and young ſtriplinges. The Bꝛey 1 
was ſo defaced by reaſon of this mine ſet on 3 
fire, that no body any moze attempted to reco- 

uer the ſame : becauſe there was no apt place 

remapning to ſtay vpon. The left flancker 

onely remained ſtill, whereas an other mine 

was made. The gate of Limiſſo was ouer a- 

gainſt this foꝛeſayd Bꝛey, #lomewhat lower, 

which was alwayes spen, hauing made to the 

ſame a Poꝛztall, with a Percollois annexed to

to alſauit the gate of Limiſſo, and lying 
their battery to all other places, they came and 
planted their Enſignes euen befoze the gate, 
Wheras the L. Baglione, and Sig. Luigi were in 
readineſſe, who had taken vpon them to de⸗ 


fend that gate of the Titie. ho as ſoonc ag 


they had encouraged their ſoldiers, lallping 
ſwiftly fozth, killed, and put to flight the greas 
ter part of them, and at the lat geuing fire to 
the mine of the flancker llewe 400. Turkes, 
and Sig. Baglione At the ſame time wonne an 
Enſigne of our enemies, waſting it violent- 
ly out of one of the Auncientbearers handeg. 
The day following they gaue fire to the mine 
ok the Coztaine, the which thing not falling 
out greatly to their purpole,they followed not 
their pꝛepared aſſault , uDherefozethey began 
to foꝛtifie, and aduaunce hyer their Trauerſes 
in the ditches , foz their better aſſuraunce a⸗ 
gainſt they ſhould geue the aſſault ; and they 
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had emptied and caryed away all the earth 
neare vnto the Counterſcharfe , where they 
lodged in their pauilions, ſo that we could not 
deſcrie them. They ſhot 7. peeces of artilars 
ppon the wall of the Counterſcharke ſo couert⸗ 
ly, that they were not ſeene: two fr5 the Bꝛey 
okthe Turrion ok Santa Nappa, one from An- 
druzzi, and two other all à long the battery of 
the Coztaine. Ind they came with certaine 
booꝛdes couered with raw and greene hydes, 
vnder which they bꝛought their men to digge 
in the vaymures, we being nothing behind oz 
fozgetfull to caſt wildefire amogeſt them, and 
ſometime to iſſue foꝛth ot our ſallies called Bo- 
ſterns, to offend their Ptoners, although to 
our great hinderaunce. Ind we ſtill repayꝛed 
the vaymures by all meanes poſſtble, with 
Buffeſkinnes, being mopſt and weet, thꝛow⸗ 
ing in alſo earth, ſhꝛedes, and cotton with wa- 
ter, being well bound together with coꝛdes: 
all the women ok Famagoſta gathering them 
ſelues together in companyes in euery ſtreete 
(being guided ok one of their Monkes called 
Caloiero)reſozted dayly to a certaine place aps 
poynted, to labour, gathering and pzouiding 
fo2 the ſoldiers, ſtones and water, the which 
was kept foz all aſſaultes in halfe butts to 
quench the fire, which the Turkes thiewe a- 
mongeſt them.

The 
reaſon, why there were fo many of this ſoꝛt, 
was becauſe X«ſafs had diſperſed à rumour, 


thzough the Turtes dominion, that Famagoſta | 


was much mote wealthy and riche, then the 
Citie of Nicoſia was : ſo foʒ that cauſe , and by 
the commodious and caſte paſſage from Syria 
ouer into Cyprus, theſe venturers were eaſilp 

induced to come thether « In 55, dapes (all 
the which time the battery ſtill continued) 
140. thouſand pꝛon pellets were ſhot of, num⸗ 
bꝛed, and ſeene . The cheefe perſonages which 
were in their armye neare vnto Maſtafa, were 
theſe following: the Baſſa of Aleppo, the Baſſa 
of Natolia, Maſafer Baſſa of Nicoſia, the Baſſa of 
Caramania, the Aga of the Giannizzers, Giambe- 
lat * Bey, the Sangiaccho of Tripolis,the *Begliar- 
bei of Greece, the Baſla of Sciuaſſi # of Maraſco, 
Ferca Framburaro, the *Sangaccho of Antipo, So- 
liman Bey, thee Sangacchos of Arabia, Muſtafa 
Bey Generall of the Uenturers, Fergat gouer⸗ 
nour of Malathia, the Framburaro of Diuerie, 
the Sangaccho of Arabia, and other Sangacchos 
of leller credite, with the number of $0.thou- 


ſand 
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land perlons beſides, as by the muſter made 
by his commiſſion might well appeare. 


The Framburaro which was at Rhodes, 


was appoynted and left gouernour at Fama- 
goſta, and the repoꝛt was that there ſhould be 
left in all tze Jiand of Cyprus 20, thouſand 
perſons, with 2000.hozſe, many ofthe which 
I ſaw, being very leane and euill appopnted 
fozſermce . It ſeemeth alſo athing not imper- 


tinent to the matter, to ſignifie to you, how J 


by the eſpcctall grace of God, was deliuered 
out of their cruell handes, J hauing payed 
within 42. dayes (all the which time J was 
flaue ) 500. Zechins foz my raunſome to hym, 
whole pꝛiſoner J was, by the meanes of the 
Conſul foz the French Marchantes, à ligger 
then at Tripolis, who a little befoꝛe came from 
Tripolis in Syria vnto Cyprus, into the Turkes 

campe . Pet foz all that J had payed thys 


ſumme of money to him, he would not ſo ſet 


me at libertie , but feeding me vp till with 
faire woꝛds, and pꝛomiling me, that he would 
firſt bꝛing me vnto his gouernment, which a- 
butted vpon & peece of the famous riuer of 
Euphrates, and afterward dimiſſe me. The

prus vnto Tripolis, being in very great daun⸗ 


ger ol dꝛowning, whereas J remained in co⸗ 
uert in the houſe of certaine Chꝛiſtians, vntill 
the 25. of September, at what time J depar⸗ 
ted from thence in a little French ſhip called 
Santo Vittor, Which came into theſe partes, 
and as we rode, we touched at a part of Cy- 
prus weſtward, called Capo delle Gatte, where 
as I came a land, and talking with certaine 
of the inhabitaunce of the villages, who were 
then by chaunce à hauking , demaunded of 
them,how they were intreated of the Turkes, 
and after what ſozt the Jland wagtylled : to 
the which they aunſwered,that they could not 
poſſibly be in worſe pickle , then they were at 


that preſent, not enioying that quietly , which 


was their owne, being made villans x flanes, 
and almoſt alwapes carying away the Baſto- 
nados, fo that now (they ſayd) they knew by 
triall too perfectly the pleſaunt and peaceable 
gouernment of the Chꝛiſtians, wiſhing and 
pꝛaping God that they might ſhoꝛtly returne. 
And concerning the tyllage of the Jland they 
made aunſwere mozeouer , that no part of it 
was plowed o2 laboured , ſauing onely that 
mountaine, which was towardes the Meſt, 
and that becauſe they were little troubled 
with the crueltie of the Turkes, but as fo2 the 
plaine and Eaſt part of the land , there was 


mall ſeede ſowen therein, but became in à 


maner deſert,there being left but fewe inhabi⸗
